John Scali. U S Ambassador to 
the United Nations, said in New 
York today on the NBC-TV Today 
show that prospects for a Middle 
East settlement are brighter than 
they ever have been but that the

Scali said Israel was adamant on 
getting a list of Israeli prisoners 
from Egypt and that Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger was likely 


to impress that on Egypt s Ismail 
Fahmi. a special envoy of President 
Anwar Sadat, at their meeting in 
Washington today 


Mrs Meir’s visit to Washington 
was announced jointly today in 
Washington and Jerusalem She had 
visited Israeli troops in Egypt 
Monday and told them that Israel 
agreed to the cease fire and to the 
resupply of the Egyptian 3rd Army 
only because of U.S. pressure 


Gerald L. Warren, the deputy

Nixon would meet early this evening 
at Camp David with Kissinger and

Wednesday with Fahmi. who is 
acting Egyptian foreign minister 
“ These meetings are all part of 
the President's efforts to bring 
lasting peace to the Middle East. 
Warren said He said the meeting 
with Mrs Meir was arranged by 
mutual agreement and that she also 
would meet with Kissinger

“ working visit, ’ suggesting that the 
two leaders not only will discuss the

States has been the only nation since

“ It is quite clear I broke Attorney 
General Kleindienst’s confidence,” 
Cox said at a Senate hearing into his 
firing 
as 
Watergate 
special 
prosecutor. “ It was an error of 
carelessness and inexcusable but 
not something I did deliberately.” 
The New York Times quoted 
“ sources close to the case” today as 
saying Kleindienst told Watergate 
prosecutors that President Nixon 
personally ordered him not to press 
a series of antitrust actions against 
ITT in 1971. 
The White House called the Times 
account “ distorted” and accused 
Cox’s staff of leaking the story.

Battalion is scheduled to launch a series of 15 surface - to - 
air m issiles from Vandenberg AFB. from now to Nov 4 
The battalion is from the Third Marine Air Wing, Marine 
Corps Air Station. Yum a. Ariz 
The LAAM Battalion will fire the Hawk missile which is a 
mobile surface- to - air weapon system Six Hawk launchers 
and two target drone launchers will be used during the 
program 
The mission of the LAAM Battalion is to provide anti 
aircraft defense of an assigned area or installation by 
destruction of high perform ance hostile aircraft at low and 


medium altitudes 
To stay ready for this mission it is 


necessary to conduct operational training (OT) exercizes 


on an annual or semi-annual basis. 
The LAAM Battalion is currently in the early stages of 
conversion to the improved Hawk m issile which has a 
range approximately double that of existing systems It is 
necessary to conduct all improved Hawk OT firings at a 
location such as Vandenberg because of the limited

WASHINGTON ( U P I > - Both the United States and 
Soviet Union are operating beefed-up naval forces in the 
Mediterranean, and the United States sent an aircraft 
carrier task force into the Indian Ocean 
But the Pentagon said there was no sign of any naval 
confrontation developing between the two superpowers.

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Rod and Gun 
Report on a 
Baja paradise 


by ЛЛ. C. Cockshott 


We have just returned from a vacation to what we would 
consider one of the most beautiful spots on the west coast of 
this continent— Rancho Buena Vista, some 70 miles south 
of La Paz in Baja California 
To get there requires a four-hour plane flight from Santa 
Maria to La Faz, and a 75-mile taxi ride 
The Rancho has its own wells and drinkable water— a 
real oasis, complete with palm trees and all the 
necessities of life. We stayed in a spacious, air-cooled 
cabin, well-furnished and with hot and cold water 
Fishing is the main occupation, with probably some of the 
finest bill fishing in the Sea of Cortez A fleet of fast boats 
takes care of the anglers requirements, either for bill fish 
or other denizens of the sea such as dolphin fish, cabrillo, 
grouper, large sharks, yellow fin tuna and amberjacks. 
Good sport can be had surf fishing for sierras and rooster 
fish. 
For the non-fishermen, there was plenty to do, such as 
swimming, games, or just laying around, which was most 
of our occupation. 
Meals were family style, everyone sat at long tables and 
huge platters of food were passed, which made for a very 
pleasant and sociable gathering We found all types of 
visitors, and all most friendly and talkative. 
We were fortunate in meeting several old writing friends, 
such as Ray Cannon, author of the book “ The Sea of 
Cortez” and world wide authority of the area; Norman 
Phillips, nationally-known boat and recreatiQnal vehicle 
writer; and Tom Miller, an editor of Western Outdoor 
News. 
The largest we saw brought in was a blue Marlin, 418- 
pounds not a record, but a lot of fish! 
ONE GOT AWAY 
The big one that got away was estimated at over 750 
pounds. It was fought from 9 a.m. until 3 a m the next day, 
and was almost ready to be boated when it took a jump in 
the air, and swam under the boat, and cut the line What a 
disappointment, after a man and his wife fought it for 19 
hours, and ran out of food and water, and were in sad shape 
when they finally got back to the dock. 
And after two weeks of utter rest and relaxation, we 
finally set out from the rancho airport (a wind sock and a 
few barrels with one long dirt runway ending in the ocean) 
Our means of transportation into La Paz was about the 
smallest aircraft it has been our lot to travel in — a tiny 
two-passenger affair. We were extremely glad when it 
finally set down in the very modern airport of La Paz. 
Prices are very reasonable at Rancho Buena Vista-room 
and board $35 per day for two! Bar prices are high as is 
anything that has to be sent in from the mainland Sport 
fishing boats run around $60 per day with a two-man crew 
Total cost with meals, drinks, tips will run about $75. Half­ 
day boats are also available for bottom fish, which includes 
most everything that swims! 
There is no place to spend money, except on a few 
souvenirs, and no cash changes hands. Everything goes on 
the bill, which is very handy, and can easily be checked, as 
one signs the bar bill every night. 
The new highway from Tijuana is almost complete and is 
passable for all except a few miles under construction 
which is rough, and will be open to the public in December. 
We 
understand 
roadside 
facilities are 
now 
under 
construction on this 1000-mile highway extending from the 
border to the tip of Baja California, and should make an 
easy ride, but what the traffic will be is another matter. 
Better come in a completely equipped camper. 
LOCAL REPORT 
And now we come to a rundown on local fishing 
conditions. We made a short trip to Port San Luis, and were 
confronted with a sad story.

Then on to see Skip Sato, who 
reports that the albacore were too far out to go for and it 
looked like the end of the run. 
Heavy seas were still running and even the party boats 
rock fishing had to run for shelter. Too rough to hold a 
sinker on the rocks, so ocean fishing locally is definitely not 
at its best as we go to press. 
Port San Luis Sportfishing will be closed on Tuesdays 
until further notice, but will be sending out a bottom fishing 
boat the rest of the week, weather and customers 
permitting. 
Not much to report on freshwater fishing, except that 
bass are really hitting in Margarita Lake, as are crappie. 
Lopez yielding a few bass, but very few trout, and no notice 
as to when the state will start its planting program. 
Local anglers who fished the Salton Sea report that 
corvia fishing was good in spots. Best fishing was 
offshore, from Desert Shores to the target area. The three 
and five-mile holes offshore from the west side of the sea 
were also productive spots for experienced anglers using 
croakers and shiners for bait.

'Lost stories' 


I keep a file folder labeled “Lost 
Stories.“ It means: stories you’ll 
probably never read, but should. 
The folder contains scribbled and 
typed notes. There is the one about 
an extraordinary man who builds 
extraordinary airplanes by hand in 
Lompoc. 
He 
has 
lived 
an 
extraordinary life. 
Rumors have it that he hired out 
as a soldier of fortune in a South 
American revolution to fly combat 
missions, knew Howard Hughes, 
and possesses a flying license (his) 
signed 
by 
one 
of 
the 
Wright 
brothers. 
The man, they say, is a genuine 
pioneer in American aviation. They 
say he worked on Henry Ford’s 
team which developed the famous 
Ford tri-motor “ tin-goose.” They 
also say he doesn’t want his story 
publicized. 
Unfortunately, I found it true. I 
drove out and knocked on his shop 
door very obviously, as advised. 


There he sat, an old man wearing 
glasses and a red baseball cap and 
filing a piece of metal secured in a 
vise, and said, “ What can I do for 
you?” That was the last time, I 
think, he looked up during our talk. 


I told him my name and what I 
had in mind , a story on his unusual 
life. After he pointed out he was too 
busy 
(he’s 
retired), 
nothing 
happened for three or four minutes. 
Finally, he suggested, curtly, I talk 
to some World War II flyers down 
the road. 


He had been forewarned about me 
coming apparently; I knew this was 
a waste for both of us. As a farewell 
gesture of friendly persuasion, I 
invited to show him the Record's 
presses whenever he wanted. A man 
dedicated to machines would be 
interested in a five unit web off-set 
press, I figured. He would call me. 
Of course. 
I went back to the office, typed up 


the rumors and a reconstruction of

As feature editor, I sometimes 
run across stories like the old 
aviator and the VW woman They do 
not involve the public’s right to 
know, so I can not press for a story. 
Features, though, are important as 
hard news stories. They combat 
fear, ignorance, and prejudice and 
add to human understanding. 
As for the unethical merchant 
type story, where libel prevents 
airing, I wait for the day the guilty 
make a recordable mistake and the 
story is found to the public.

A few weeks ago I quoted Sen. 
George R. Moscone as saying his SB 
400 legislation on school teacher 
negotiations, did not require binding 
arbitration. That was essentially 
what he said at a press conference 
in the Press Club, during a recent 
visit to Lompoc. 
The 
reporting 
drew 
immediate, 
fire from several 
responsible 
sources. 
To 
clarify 
the 
interpretation, this 
reporter 
wrote a 
letter of inquiry to 
Moscone 
and 
re­ 
ceived the following 
reply which I print 
in 
its 
entirety. 
(Minus the opening 
and closing.) 
“ When both sides are trying to 
reach agreement on a contract there 
can be no binding arbitration unless 
both sides agree in advance. 
“ However, once a contract has 
been settled and signed and some 
grievance matter is brought by 
either side there can be what 
amounts to binding arbitration of 
that grievance. 
“ We 
thought 
that 
was 
a 
reasonable 
provision 
since 
any 
written contract, once in effect, 
ought 
to 
be 
relatively 
simple 
procedure for arbitration. 
“ But under 
no circumstance 
could there be binding arbitration on 
say, financial terms of a contract. ’’ 
Now, 
t h a t ’s 
M o s c on e’s 
clarification. Fall back and fire 
when ready. 
Incidentally, Gov. Reagan vetoed 
the bill. It will come up again, in 
January I think and we will see at 
that time if there are any changes. 
Moscone’s bill was only one of 
several on the question of teacher 
negotiations. 


Joe Gonzalez may have some 
equals when it comes to community 
service, but I ’ll wager he has few 
who surpass him. He’s involved in 


the Meals on Wheels program in 
which shut-ins receive trays of food 
at their doors; 
in the Mobile

gather correctly is a program in 
which volunteers telephone elderly 
persons or shut-ins to check on their 
welfare and to wish them well. 


With the special election coming 
up Nov. 6 it is interesting to note 
that 11 million new voters become 
enfranchised each year as they 
reach the age of 18. That’s far and 
away enough to tip the scales on any 
issue. It would appear however, that 
young people are as diverse in their 
leanings as any other segment of the 
population. 


Lompoc is one of the few cities I 
know of where citizens of all ages, 
seem to enjoy walking. Those who 
bike to work are another cateogry of 
aware citizens. 


A few years ago I recall Paul 
Thompson and his wife, Betty, used 
to enjoy nocturnal walks from their 
home on Pine Avenue through the 
downtown area. 


Harold Thompson, former mayor 
is also a familiar sight striding 
along Lompoc streets in the early 
mornings. Before he retired from 


Johns-Manville, he gave me a 3Vi
